However, after 
the futile dragging of the dam this 
theory was discarded, and bright and 
early this morning searching parties 
took to the woods, beating the hillside 
thickets and forests in an attempt to 
locate the boys.

OUR J5EPLETED 
FISHERIES . 
(The Pittsburgh Post) 


The trout season, which opened in Pennsylvania 
April 
15 with fine catches and excellent prospects, ended 
without 
filling expectations. Drouth and hot weather conibined to kill 
the fish in many streams which are unable, because 
of the 
removal of the forests from the mountain sides, to 
maintain 
an adequate flow of cold water in the face of adverse weather 
conditions. 
Pollution of -the streams by industrial establish­ 
ments also destroyed many fish. Bass suffered as well as trout. 
In the Clarion River, once famous for its angling, a parasitic 
crustacean known as copepod, made its appearance 
to kill 
such fish as were able to survive the contamination 
of the 
Btream by the tanneries and chemical plants. 


The rivers could be made to furnish 
sport and yield 
cheap, wholesome food once more if the former purity of the 
water could be restored. 
It is the discharge 
of 
poisonous 
matter into the streams by coal 
nftnes 
arid 
manufacturing 
plants, which has destroyed the fish. Some day the Common­ 
wealth.will require these industries to stop using the rivers as 
aewers. 


It is not necessary for the mills and mines to dump their 
refuse into the streams. 
They do not do so in Germany and 
France. 
Industrial contamination of the water is unknown 
in those countries, according to Major Paul M. Labach, of the 
United States engineers, who made an investigation 
of the 
matter. 
The Frenchman and German, according to Major 
Labach, utilize for the recovery of valuable by-products waste 
matter which is thrown away by the Americans. 


When our industries come to the point of doing this, as 
they doubtless will, we may once more have fishing in our 
local rivers which, if not as good as it was in Judge Bracken- 
ridge's day, will at least be superior to that which may be 
found in Pennsylvania today. 


A week or so ago one of the Pittsburgh papers reported a 
decision of a county court which erroneously created the im­ 
pression that the newly created office of County 
Controller 
could not be filled by election or appointment 
until 1923. 
However, the complete decision, which has been reviewed by 
a local jurist, says that the office cannot be filled by election 
until 1923, but may be filled by appointment.

4. The effect of their 
preaching! 
(v. 4). The multitude of the city was 
divided. Where men faithfully preach I 
the gospel there will be division. 


II. Attempt to Worship Paul and 
Barnabaa aa Gods (vv. 8-18). 


1. The occasion (w. 8-10)—the heal- 
! 
lng of the'lame man. -God's gracious 
power exhibited la healing this lame 
man occasioned a new difficulty. That 
which ought to have been a help was 
turned into u hindrance. The man 
was a confirmed cripple. He had never 
walked. He heard Paul's preaching, 
which caused faith to be born In his 
heart (It'om. 10:17). When Paul per­ 
ceived thnt he trusted Christ, he called 
with a loud voice that all could hear 
for the man to stand upright. The cure 
was instant, for he leaped up and 
walked (v. 10). There was no mag­ 
netic touch, no treatment, only the 
command, and the naturally Impossible 
became the possible and the real. 


2. The method (vv. 11-13). 
They 
culled Barnabas Jupiter and Paul Mer­ 
cury, because he was the chief speaker. 
The priest of Jupiter brought oxen 
and garlands ready to offer sacrifices 
unto those men (v. 11). If they had 
only known, in the person of Jesus 
Christ God had actually appeared to 
men (John 1:14; Phil. 2:7, 8). 


3. Their efforts frustrated (vv. 14- 
18). 
This foolish act was hupplly 
averted by the tuct of the upostles, as 
exhibited In the address of the occa­ 
sion. (1) They deny that they are di­ 
vine beings and declare that to wor­ 
ship belugs with like passion to them­ 
selves Is criminal. 
(2) They direct 
them to turn away from these vain 
things unto the living God who made 
heaven and eurtli and hits ever left 
witness of Himself In that He has 
alwuyl done good, giving rain and 
fruitful 
seasons, filling their hearts 
with gladness. 
' 


III. The 8tonlng of Paul (rv. 19-22).; 
Wicked Jews from Antioch and Ico­ 
nium pursued Paul with 
relentless 
hate to this place, where they stirred 
up the very people who were willing 
to worship them a little while ago. 
This shows that sutauic worship can 
soon be turned into Satanic hate. This 
hatred took form in stoning Paul und 
drugging him out of the city fur deud. 
Gud raised him up, and with undaunt­ 
ed courage he pressed ou with his du­ 
ties as u missionary beurfiig the good 
tidings to the lost. 


Suon after this Paul turned back 
and revisited the p!nc«?s where he hud 
preached, telling them that through 
great tribulation they must enter into 
the kingdom of God. 


IV. The Organization of Churches In 
the Field (vv. 23-28). 


Evangelization with Paul did not 
mean a hasty und superficial preach­ 
ing of the gospel but the establishment 
of a permanent work. 
Elders were 
appointed In every church. The work 
of the niissionnry is not done until 
there are established on the field 
self-governing 
und 
self-propagating 
churches.

The Chinook language is a Jargon of 
Indian, French, English and other 
words, named after the Chinook In­ 
dians of the Columbia river in the 
state of Washington and in British 
Columbia. It was once much used by 
traders and Indians in that region, but 
is now nearly abundoned. Gill's "Dic­ 
tionary of Chinook Jargon" was pub­ 
lished in Portland. Ore., in 1801, and 
Boas" "Chinook Texts" In the Smith­ 
sonian report of the bureau of ethnol­ 
ogy at Washington in 1894.
